IRS has $24M for Alabamians who have 
not filed 2001 tax returns 


Unclaimed refunds totaling 
more than $24 million are await- 
ing about 26,700 Alabamians 
who failed to file an income tax 
return for 2001, the Internal 
Revenue Service announced 
today. However, in order to col- 
lect the money, a return must be 
filed with the IRS no later than 
April 15, 2005. 

The IRS estimates that half of 
those who could claim refunds 
would receive more than $459. In 
some cases, individuals had: taxes 
withheld from their wages or 
made payments against their 
taxes out of self-employed earn- 
ings but had too little income to 
require filing a tax return, 

“The window is closing for 
2001 refunds,” [RS spokesman 
Dan Boone. said. “As soon as 
you send us your tax return, 


you'll get your money. But if you 
don’t file, you won't get any- 
thing.” 

In cases where a return was not 
filed, the law provides most tax- 
payers with a three-year window 
of opportunity to claim a refund. 
If no return is filed to claim the 
refund within three years, the 
money becomes property of the 
U.S. Treasury. For 2001 returns, 
the window closes on April 15, 
2005. The law requires that the 
return be properly addressed, 
postmarked and mailed by that 
date. There is no penalty assessed 
by the IRS for filing a late return 
qualifying for a refund. 

The IRS reminds taxpayers 
seeking a 2001 refund that their 
checks will be held if they have 
not filed tax returns for 2002 or 
2003. In addition, the refund will 


be applied to any amounts still 
owed to the IRS and may be used 
to satisfy unpaid child support or 
past due federal debts such as stu- 
dent loans. 

Some of these taxpayers may 
also be eligible for the refundable 
Earned Income Tax Credit. 
Generally, individuals qualified 
for the EITC in 2001 if they 
earned less than $32,121 and had 
two or more’ qualifying children 
living with them, earned less than 
$28,281 with one qualifying 
child or earned less than $10,710 
with no qualifying child. . 

Current and. prior year tax 
forms are available on the IRS 
Web site (www.irs.gov) or by 
calling 1-800-TAX-FORM (1- 
800-829-3676). ‘Taxpayers who 
need help may also call the IRS 
help line at 1-800-829-1040.

TURKEY SEASON 
IS ALMOST HERE 


The recent warm weather is beginning to put turkey gobblers 
in a romantic mood across Alabama. Sporting good stores and 
mail order outdoor catalogs are also stocking-shelves getting 
ready for this springtime ritual, With the turkey population at 
healthy numbers, it should be another good season, 

Wild turkeys are found over most of the United States, There 
are five subspecies: Eastern, Osceola, Rio Grande, Merriams 
and Goulds. The Eastern is the most plentiful and ranges across 
most of the eastern half of the United States, 

Wild turkeys haye strong legs that are covered with scales and 
both sexes are born with small button spurs on the back of their 
legs. The male’s spurs begin growing immediately and become 
pointed and curved, They. can grow to two inches or more in 
length. Hens normally do not grow long spurs but 10 to 20 per- 
cent of hens do grow beards. 

Turkeys have very good vision during daylight hours but can’t 
see well at night, Their best defense against predators is their 
ability to run dnd fly, Wild turkeys can attain speeds up to 25 
miles per hour running and can fly at up to 55 miles per hour. 

Mating season can begin anywhere from late February to 
April. Courtship starts when the flocks-are still together in win- 
tering areas. Immediately after mating the hen begins looking 
for a nest site and lays her eggs. Nest are made in shallow dirt 
depressions and surrounded by woody vegetation that helps 
camouflage the nest from predators. 

Turkeys prefer open areas of land for feeding, but they like 
forested areas for cover from predators and for roost sites. A 
combination of both open and forested land is needed for turkeys 
to thrive. 

Just as they did when the Pilgrims landed, wild turkeys con- 
tinue to provide excellent table fare and a real challenge to

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Former Justice Butts to run for lieutenant governor

Former Supreme Court 
Justice Terry Butts, who has 
represented ousted Chief Justice 
Roy Moore, plans to run for 
lieutenant governor next year, 
and he. expects other Moore 
associates to join him on the 
Republican ticket. 

With Moore looking seriously 
at running for governor next 
year, Butts said political interest 
is growing among Moore's 
friends and supporters — to 
become candidates for office, 
too. 

“I do not believe Chief Justice 
Moore will have an announced 
slate. | do believe there will be 
folks who are friends of his and 
subscribe to the same Christian 
beliefs as-him who will be run- 
ning,” Butt told The Associated 
Press in an interview Monday. 

He predicted that every 
statewide office on the ballot 
next year — including 11 seats 
on the state appellate courts — 
will: be contested in the 
Republican primary. 

Anne’ Permaloff, a political 
scientist at Auburn University 
Montgomery, said she expects 
Moore's friends to seek several 
legislative seats. Within the 
Republican Party, conservatives 
who are not associated with 
Moore are nervous about what's 
going. to happen in the 
Republican primary in June 
2006, she said Tuesday. 

Permaloff expects a mixed. 
result, like 2004 when Moore’s 
allies sought three seats on the 
state~Supreme=-Court--and=won 
one. But she said Moore allies 
like Butts, who already have 
statewide _ name recognition, 
will go into the 2006 campaign 
with an advantage. 

Butts, a Luverne attorney, is 
the second Republican to say he 
will enter the Republican pri- 
mary, for lieutenant governor. 
Mo Brooks, a: Madison County 
commissioner and former. state 


legislator, announced his candi+: 
dacy last’ year. Several other” 


Republicans and Democrats 
have, said they are considering 
seeking the office because the 
incumbent, . Democrat~ Luey 
Baxley, is looking at running for 
governor next year, 

Butts: began his political 
career as a Democrat, serving as 
a county circuit judge and a 
state Supreme Court justice. He 
resigned from the Supreme 
Court in 1998 to run for attorney 
general, narrowly losing to 
Republican Bill Pryor.

Report presented on public transportation system

The Coffee County 
Commission heard a report from 
its recently appointed public 
transportation committee 
Monday, March 14, during the 
regular bimonthly meeting. 

The committee, appointed by 
commission chairman Doug 
Dalrymple, consists of commis- 
sioners Robert Stephens, 
Bernest Brooks and J.L. Weeks. 
The men were asked to look into 
the possibility of implementing 
a rural transportation system for 
Coffee County by researching 
other systems already in place. 

On Monday, Commissioner 
Stephens said the committee 
tried to answer three questions 
during the research process. Is a 
public transportation system 
needed in Coffee County? Is it 
feasible? Can the county handle 
the probable costs that will 
come with implementation? 

He said they looked at 
Covington. County’s system. 
Consideting how that system is 
operated, he said the committee 
did see a need for a public trans- 
portation. system in. Coffee 
County. Stephens also said there 
are a good many agencies with- 
in the county that need the sys- 
tem, therefore, the committee 
also decided it would be feasi- 
ble. 

However, he indicated that 
uncertainty remained in regards 
to handling the costs of a trans- 
portation system: He said the 
transportation depactment..will 
have funds in its budget next 
year to allow the purchase of 
buses, but there will be other 
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costs that simply can not be esti- 
mated, 

“There is no way in the world 
we can make a budget because 
we don't know how many cus- 
tomers,” Stephens said. 

He also spoke of grants being 
cut next year from the Southeast 
Regional Planning Commission 
which puts a big question mark 
on funding various projects. 

“I feel we can operate a fair 
transportation system here if we 
hire technical people who 
understand _ transportation,” 
Commissioner Brooks said. 

Speaking as a commissioner 
rather than a member of the 
transportation committee, 
Stephens said he felt like: the 
commission should. leave the 
issue of the public transporta- 
tion system tabled at this time to 
allow more time for commis- 
sioners to gain more knowledge 
regarding costs, funding, ete. 
The issue was tabled during a 

previous commission meeting. 

Brooks, on the other hand, 
insisted now is the time to act. 
He said there are funding dead- 
lines, and if the county misses 
those deadlines, it will have to 
wait until the next funding 
cycle. 

He: offered a motion to 
remove the issue from the table 
and vote at Monday’s meeting. 
His motion died for lack of a 
second, 

“I feel pretty bad we can't 
come to any agreément on a 
rural transportation system,” he 
said laterdn the meeting, “If you 
don’t want 4 rural transportation 
system, say you don’t want it,” 

Stephens said he is 100  per- 


cent for a transportation system, 
but he, personally, felt like the 
commission should know what 
it is doing before acting. 

“I needed more knowledge,” 
he said, “I don't want to start 
something and later have to stop 
or cancel it.” : 

In other business, commis- 
sioners: 

* Approved a bid for roof 
repair at the Elba Adult ” 
DayCare. Also approved a 20- ” 
year additional warranty on this 
project. Before the meeting 
adjourned, Commissioner 
Stephens asked the building 
committee to look at the possi- 
bility of a pitched rdof rather 
than a flat roof. 

* Approved recommendations: ” 
from the building committee to” 
include painting of the commu- * 
nity room along with replacing 
blinds, panels, light bulbs and 
cleaning the room; to look at the 

possibility of a grant loan for 
improvement work at the farm 
center; a grant loan for. the 
building extension of. the 
Sheriff's Department office. 

* Approved changing the date 
and time of the commission's 
working group. session from 
Wednesdays at 3 p.m, to 
Tuesdays at 1:30 p.m.
